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Mr, Snowden, in presenting his Budget to 
the House of Commons, sitting in Committee 
‘of Ways and Means, yesterday, said :—The 
House of Commons and the country are 
already painfully aware of the main features 
of the financial problem with which I have 
been faced in framing the financial proposals 
of this Budget. 

The financial year ended on the 31st of last 
month. It closed with an actual deficit of 
£14,523.000 instead of the estimated surplus 
of £4,096,000. The revenue fell short of the 
estimated vield by £11,871,000, and the ex- 
penditure exceeded the original estimate by 
£6,748,000. The result, therefore, is a failure 
by £18,619,000 to realise the expectations of 
last year's Budget. 

The House may be interested to know how 
the particular items of revenue have responded 
to expectations. Under Customs and Excise 
there were large deficiencies—-on spirits more 
than £1.400,000, and on beer duty over 
£1.800.000. 

Other heads of Customs and Excise revenue 
¥ hich failed to reach expectations were oil, 
by more than £700,000, and sugar, by nearly 
£1 600,000. 

TOBACCO'S INCREASED YIELD. 

On the other hand, tobacco continued. its 
good Budget record of recent years. yielding 
a surplus of £2,800,000. This, I understand, 
has resulted in the main—not in the main 
perhaps, but in a very large measure— 
through the social and economic equality of 
the sexes. (Laughter. ) 

lhe entertainment duty showed a surplus 
over the estimate of nearly half a million 
pounds, which may. be connected with the 
boom in ‘‘talkie” films. ‘This increase in 
the vield of entertainment duty is interesting, 
and opens up a field of investigation for. the 
social economist. It may be due to the 
diversion. of expenditure from the public- 
house, and it may be that, notwithstanding 
the weighty prevalence of unemployment, the 
agcregate spending power of the masses has 
net fallen off. Entertainment and _ Excise 
revenue as a whole is short by £3,012,000. 

INLAND REVENUE. 

Inland revenue showed the much larger 
deficiency of £9,604.000. The income tax 
vield of 237; million ‘pounds was two 
millions below the estimate, but it shows an 
advance on the yield of previous years, if 
the various changes made in the scope of 
the charge of the tax are taken into account. 

So far, therefore, as the income tax may he 
taken as a barometer of national prosperity, 
we are entitled at least to say that industry, 
as a whole, continued to hold its ground. 

The surtax yield is slightly better than in 
the previous year, but has failed to show the 
expansion that was expected, and is @ 
million and a half below the estimate. 

STAMP DUTIES DISAPPOINT. 

The Budget expectations in regard to stamp 
duties were sadly disappointing. Stamp 
duties: had been estimated to yield ál 
millions, or a million in excess of the hoom 
vear, 1928. With the decline in Stock Ex- 
change transactions the receipts from these 
duties fell short of the estimate by the large 
sun) of £5,530,000. 

Death duties failed by £1,238,000 to realise 
th: high figure of £81,000,000 at which they 
had deen estimated, 

By comparison with the large deficiency on 
inland’ revenue, the non-tax revenue might 
be regarded as having done very well, yield- 
ing 79) million pounds. The net receipt from 
the Post Cfice was £9,200,000, or £300,000 


in excess of the estimate. (Hear, hear.) 


EXPENDITURE. 

Turnime to the expenditure side, Mr. Snow- 
dev said that the debt charge was 
$355.000,000. Other Consolidated Fund 
showed a saving of £1,700,000. The 
Services, which were originally esti- 
mated at £363,064,000. were brought by 
Supplementary Estimates up to £375 397,000. 
' The main supplementary estimate was for 
the Ministry of Labour. Taking the Consoli- 
dated Fund Services and the Supply Services 
together, the expenditure exceeded the total 
estimate by £6,748,000. 

With regard to the National Debt. the 
toial dead-weicht debt on March 31, 1929. was 
£7 500,000,000. whereas on March 31st lest 
) £7.469.000.000. a reduction in the 
normal debt of £31,000,000. 

During the year over £437,000,000 of debt wax 
converted or redeemed, against £406,000,000 
of new. debt created. 

As a result of the various loan operations 
the flonting debt had heen reduced 
hy £100,000,000—from £737,000,000 to

LAND VALUES, 


THE CURRENT YEAR. 
| I now turn to the more exciting topic 
of the accounts of the current year. 
‘The Supply Services make a total of 
£417,000 000, leaving out the Post Office ex- 
diture, which is now included as a self- 
laneing service. : 

In the fighting services there is a reduction 
of £2,522,000, compared with the original 
estimate of last’ year, the new total being 
£110,089,000. 

The Navy Estimates show a decrease of 
£4,126,000, due mainly to the reductions 
which the present Government have felt 
justified in making in the shipbuilding pro- 
grammes of 1928 and 1929. 

The Army Estimates show a decrease of 
£45,000 on the original estimate for last year, 
and one of £605,000 on the original estimate, 
plus the supplementary estimate. - 

The Air Estimates show an increase of 
£1,650,000 over the original estimates of last 
year, but the House will remember that a 
supplementary estimate of £760,000 was 
necessary im that year. 

The reduction in the expenditure of the 
fighting services, compared with three years 
ago, is more than £7,000,000, but it is not 
so much as I would like to see. (Ministerial 
cheers. ) | 

I think we are all agreed that it is a 
deplorable thing that, twelve years after 
the end of the war to end war. we and the 
other Powers of the world should be spending 
so large a part of our resources upon the 
maintenance of huge armaments, and in pre- 
paration for another possible war—(cheers)— 
especially when over fifty nations have 
solemnly renounced war as an instrument of 
national policy, and have pledged themselves 
never to resort to war for the settling of in- 
ternational affairs, except in national defence. 


(Cheers. ) 
CIVIL ESTIMATES. 

The. total of the Civil Estimates. is 
295.686 .000, including. approximately. 
£15.000.000 in respect of ¢rants to local 
authorities under the Local Government Act, 
which were formerly raised through the 
local taxation accounts. The increase due to 
this item is set off bv a corresponding re- 
duction in the Consolidated Fund charges. 
The total of the estimates also includes ad- 
ditional grants to local authorities under the 
de-rating scheme of, approximately. 
£15,000.000 over and above the amount 
provided in the votes for 1929. Thus, the 
effect of the Local Government Act is 
to increase the Civil Estimates by 
£50,000.000, subject to a set-off of 
£15,000,000 on the Consolidated Fund 
charges, The figures relating to the de-rating 
scheme are extremely confusing, and I must 
ask the Committee to note that this sum of 
£30.000.000 is the increase in the cost of 
Civil Estimates in 1930 over 1929. The 
real addition to the Exchequer this year is 
£15,000,000 on this account. 

Excluding the effect of the de-rating 
scheme, the Civil Estimates total is 
£27.000,000 higher than the Budget estimate 
of 1929, and £16,000,000 higher than the final 
estimates of the current year, including the 
supplementary estimates 

Of the £27,000,000 increase, £14,000,000 
arises from the additional grants we have 
had to make to deal with the position of 
unemployment, and £5,000,000 is the addi- 
tional contribution in respect of widows, 
orphans and old age pensions. 

The other items which make up this in- 
crease are mainly these ;— 

The normal growth of old age pensions, 
£1 .000,000. 

Growth of education grants, £2,500.000. 

Growth iy housing and health insurance 
grants, £1,368,000, 

Increase ‘in beet ,sugar subsidy 
increased acres planted, £2,400,000. 

Grants under the Development Acts passed | 
at the beginning of this session, £1,185,000. 
NO ALLOWANCE FOR AN ELECTION. 

I do not know if moré expert members of 
the Committee have yet been able to take 
note of this particular economy, that T have 
not thought it necessary to provide this 
financial year for the expenses of a general 
election. (Laughter.) 

Excluding the self-supporting services, I 
put the total expenditure for 1930-31 at 
£781,909,000. 

I turn now to ways and means—to the 
revenue side of the accounts. 

I estimate the Customs and Excise receints 
for 1930 on the basis of the existing. taxation 
at £250,000.000, which is £400,000 less than 
the estimate of last year, but over £2,500,000 
more than received. . 

I have allowed for a fall in the receipts

LOWEST SINCE THE WAR. 

The latter figure was easily the lowest re. 
corded since the war. (Cheers.) ; 

By the Finance Act, 1928, provision was 
made for a fixed permanent debt charge for 
the Sinking Fund of £355,000,000 to cover 
interest and redemiption of debt. If the 
annual provision were retained at that level 
the whole debt would, it was calculated, be 
' redeemed within fifty years. Various other 
eharges were made at the same time. Power 
was given to the Treasury to borrow to meet 
interest on savings, assuming that the fixed 
debt charge proved insufficient for the pur- 
pose, in any year, after meeting oiher claims. 
He was of opinion at the time that the 
svstem actually made in 1923 represented a 
distinct slackening in the effort, which until 
then had been made in the reduction of the 
debt. The experience of the last two years 
had confirmed that opinion. 

In the first vear the fixed debt charge, 
after meeting specific obligations, provided a 
free balance over debt redemption of 
£7,407 ,000. But that result was reached 
atter including as a revenue receipt capital 
assets taken from the currency note account 
of £13,423,000. The real deficiency in the 
working of the fixed debt charge was thus 
£6,016,000. In the second year—last year— 
the £355,000,000 was divided into 
£304,600,000 for interest and £50,400,000 
for sinking fund. Specific sinking 
funds only required £47,746,000, but 
the interest charge Was £312,071 .000. 
The : total expense of the debt was thus 
£359,817,000. The actual debt charge exceeded 
the provision by £4,819,000, and im accord- 
ance with the law, savings certificate interest 
to that amount had been paid vut of bor- 
rowed money. 

NOT THE FULL STORY. 

The House would see that the Budget 
deficit of £14,423,000 was not the full story 
of last year. Even if the Budget had pro- 
vided the £355,000,000 for debt services, it 
would have been insufficient by nearly 
£5.000,000. In those circumstances he had to 
consider two questions—whether he should 
make anv fresh change in the fixed debt pro- 
vision, and how the debt deficit of 1929 was 
to be dealt with. He recognised that his 

recedessor’s expectations in the past year 
cad been to a great extent stultified by the 
high cost af Treasury Bills, while the present 
tendency encguraged the hope of a period of 
cheap money, and he felt justified in 
leaving the fixed debt charge .as it stood. 

AN ALTERATION IN THE LAW. 

Mr. Snowden peded: As to the Budyet 
deficit, I have measures for dealing with it, 
but I can meré d@gnveniently ‘explain them 
later. (Laughter.) I may say at once,. 
however, that it is my. intention to propose 
to Parliament an alteration in the law bear- 
ing on Budget deficits in general. - 

As things stand, the Chancellor of “the 
Exchequer of the day is under no le 
obligation to propose to Parliament. that a 
realised deficit shall be made up. I propose 
to offer one. (Ministerial cheers.) |” 

I propose to include in the Finance Bill a 
clause providing that when & Budget deficit 
is realised a corresponding addition shall be 
made in tie suceeeding year to the provisiou 
of debt redemption, unless Parliament other: 
wise decides. 

Thus a Chancellor of the Exchequer, instead 
of being left to please himself in the matter, 
will need to lay his proposals before Parlia- 
ment if he does not propose to vover the 
deficit in the ensuing year. BT): 
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from spirits oí £1.500,000 below the actual 
receipts last year, but for an increased yield 
of about £800.000 from beer. (Laughter and 
cries of ‘‘ Oh.’’) 

Viscountess Astor—Shame. 

Mr. Snowden—Hon. members who were in 
the House last year will remember that my 
predecessor estimated for a fairly consider- 
able increase from the beer duty, which was 
not fully realised. I estimate the revenue 
from tobaceo at £63,200,000, which is only 
£400,000 more than the revenue last year, 
but in this case there were forestalments 
which somewhat inflated last year’s revenue 
at the expense of this year’s, 

For sugar T should normally estimate for a 
small decrease in revenue due to an increase 
in. the consumption of home and Empire 
sugar, which pays lower rates than foreign 
sugar. There was, however, a substantial 
postponement of reveriue in 1929, probably 
over £1,000,000. which benefits this year, 
Allowing for this, I estimate an increase of 
over £2,000,000.. As hon. members know, 
postponements or forestalments count for 
two upon a division, (Laughter.) I have 
allowed for moderate increases in other items, 
and for some decreases, particulars of which 
will be found in the White Paper. 

INCOME TAX YIELD. 

From income tax I estimate a yield of 
£239.000,000,. £57,000,000 from  surtax, 
£80,000,000 from death duties, £27,250,000 
from stamps, and £2,500,000 from the re- 
maimng duties of land tax, mineral rights 
duties, excess profits duty from corporation 
tax, giving a total for inland revenue of 
£405,750, ; 

The income tax estimate of £239,000,000 
looks a small increase of about £1,500,000 
over the yield of la:t year. The data avail- 
able points to the eonclusion that, taken over 
the whole field of trading profits for the 
vear 1929, which will be a basis of the tax 
for this year, they are about the same as the 
profits of 1928, and accordingly I look for 
no more than the present yield from that part 
of ineome tax charge that comes from trading 
profits. 

As regards the other inland revenue duties, 
the only estimate that calls for special men- 
tion is the figure of £80.000.000 from death 
duties. In looking for £80,000.060 I hope to 
obtain much the same as was received last 
vear and the yenr’ before. This is so much 
righer a yield than in preceding years that 
I dare not count on any natural expansion 
this year, :

TAX AVOIDANCE. 

Before I submit to the Committee my main 
proposals for raising this amount, perhaps 
it will not be out of place if I proceed first to 
outline certain proposals that 1 desire to 
make and which are directed primarily to 
strengthening and improving the taxation 
code rather than to the provision of the addi- 
tional revenue that is required. The most 
important of these proposals relate to the 
legal avoidance of direct taxation. The Com- 
mittee will agree with me that where taxa- 
tion is heavy, Parliament must strive to hold 
the balance fairly. 

The right hon, gentleman dealt in 1927 
with avoidance of super-tax, and he then 
stated his intention to deal later with the 
avoidance of estate duty. He was not able 
to pursue his wish. I propose to legislate 
to prevent the avoidance of estate duty on 
landed estates and investments through the 
medium of private companies. (Labour 
cheers. ) 

Further, I shal: ask the Committee to deal 
with the avoidance of surtax by single 
premium insurance policies, and to give the 
taxing authorities rather wider powers of 
obtaining information in regard to the owner- 
ship of income. As regards single premium 
policies, I am proposing a resolution which is 
necessarily wide in its terms, but this need 
excite no alarm in the minds of hon. members. 
All necessary precautions have been taken 
against any interference with ordinary life 
insurance, and it is not proposed to go further 
than is necessary to protect the Exchequer 
against transactions not only caleujated but 
aimed at the avoidance of liability to tax. 
These are matters of some complexity, and if 
for that reason I say no more about them 
now there will be plenty of other oppor. 
tunities of examining them in detail. 

In addition to theseeproposals with regard 
to tax avoidance, I propose an alteration of 
the law in regard to the liability of non. 
resident persons trading in this country 
through agenvies. There is no question that 
more urgently calls for uniform treatment 
by all comntries that levy income tax than 
taxing the foreigner who trades 
through an agent.

REVENUE, 

Now, with regard to raising’ the revenue. 
The inland revenue proposals which I have 
just described will not affect this year's 
revenue to any appreciable extent, and we 
are, therefore, still qonfronted in our balance 
sheet with an excess of expenditure over 
revenue at existing rates of £28,964,000. 


SIXPENCE ON INCOME TAX. 

My friends and all who know my fiscal 
views will not be surprised to hear that for 
this amount I shall look to direct taxation. 
I oropcse an increase of sixpence in the 
standard rate of income tax. [I shall, how- 
ever, revise the existing graduation so as to 
protect practically all incomes, whether 
earned or from investment, from an addli- 
tional liability. Instead of following the 
ordinary course of giving a relief of 2s., dd. 
on the first £225 of taxable income, I shall 
give a relief of 2s. 6d, on the first £250. 
This change has rather remarkable results. 
This change in the graduation has the im- 
portant effect that some three-quarters of the 
whole income tax payers will not be affected 
by the increase in the rate. 

“Let me illustrate its effect 
comes. There will be no increase in the 
income tax bill on. unmarried or widowed 
persons with income all from investment not 
exceeding £485 a year, or with income ali 
earned not exceeding £582. A married man 
with three children will not be called upon 
to pay the extra tax unless the income from 
investment exceeds £735, or unless the in- 
come if earned exceeds £882. 

Under these points, and, of course, under 
even higher points, where there are more than 
three children, the income tax bill will be 
the same as it was last year, and for some 

ople even a trifle less. i ; 

I have prepared a comprehensive table 
which will appear in the White Paper show- 
ing thé effect of these changes upon various 
incomes and the poundage of the income tax 
in those cases. 

A WIDESPREAD DELUSION. — 

I should like at this point to mention a 
widespread delusion as to the burden of 
income tax, although I am sure it will still 
conveniently survive. Every income tax 
payer talks as if he paid four shillings in 
the £ of tax on all his income. Not one 


on small in-

Out of the 2,225,000 who pav something in 
income tax, there are not 50.000 who pay the 


full standard rate of four shillings in the &, 
Ne person with an income below three 
thousand pounds a year pays the full rate, 
and the great majority do not pay more than 
oe eee a few pence to two shillings in 
the £. 

As regards life insurance, I propose to 
leave the old rate of two shillings, three 
shillings and four shillings unchanged. For 
the overwhelming majority of taxpayers ihe 
gain from the change in graduation will be 
found to outweigh any Joss due to the reten- 
tion of the old rates of life insurance relief. 
DEDUCTION OF TAX FROM DIVIDENDS: 

The “increase in the standard rate 
necessitates special provisions in regard to 
deduction of tax from dividend paid out of 
the taxed profits of companies. Up to 1927 
tax was deductible from these dividends at 
the accruing rate over the period in which 
the profits were earned. As part of Mr. 
Churehill’s scheme of simplification of the 
income tax,it was enacted in the Finance 
Act of 1927 that the tax should be deduct- 
ible from dividends at the rate im force at 
the time of payment. This creates a diffi- 
culty, especially in the case of companies 
who pay their dividends about this time of 
the year. They may have paid them before 
the increase was known, or they may | «ve 
reached such a point in the preparation of 
warrants that it would be impractica 'n to 
make a change. I propose that this « ipor- 
tunity should be taken to put «1 ‘the 
Statute-hook provisions which will meet this 
small difficulty once and or all, not only in 
the case of an increase in the rate, but also 
in the hanpy eventuality of a decrease in the 
rate. The extra sixpence standing alone 
would produce about £29,000,000 in a full 
vear. Allowing for the cost of the change 


in graduation, which amounts to £5,000.000 


that I propose, it will produce about 
£224.000,000 in the full year and £21,000,000 
in the current year,

SUPEP-TAX. 

T now come ta the other part of the income 
tax, which used to be called super-tax, but 
which my predecessor lias re-christened 


to a drop in gravities--that is to say, in the ! surtax. 


One of the most curious features of 
the simplification of the income tax which 
was carried out at the instance of the right 
hon. gentleman is that the rates at which 
surtax is payable in any year are laid down 
in the Finance Act of the preceding year. 
This is an anomaly that [ propose to bring 
to an end. I propose to put the surtax on 
the basis on whie all taxation should be— 
namely, that the rate of tax payable in any 
year fails to be determined by the financial 
needs ot that year. The increase in the 
standard rate of income tax is, of course, 
borne by the surtax payers as well as every 
other income tax payer, but the financial 
needs of the current year are such that I 
feel bound to call on the surtax payer to 
supplement his additional payment of income 
tax by an additional payment of surtax this 
year. I propose to increase the rates, 

Particulars will be set out in detail in the 
White Paper. The increase in the initial 
rate will be from 9d. to ds. in the pound, 
and on incomes in excess of £50,000 a year 
from 6s. to 7s. 6d. This will yield 
£12,500,000 in the full year and £7,500,000 in 
the current year, 

THE DEATH DUTIES. 

I have now to turn to the other main 
item of direct taxation—the death duties. 
Estate duties stand out among all our taxa. 
tion in respect of their extraordinary expan- 
sion since the war, On the termination of the 
war the yield of estate duties was £25,000,000. 
This was levied on capital assets at death 
estimated at less than £300,000,000. The 
capital coming under charge to estate duty 
has now passed £500,000,000, and the yield 
of estate duty has reached £70,000,000. — | 
propose that for all estates exceeding 
£2,000,000 the rate of duty shculd be in- 
creased from forty to fiity per cent. i 
propose to amend the evristing scale from 
£120,000 upwards by increases of either one 
per cent. or two per cent. from £120,000 to 
£250,000, -vith a growing increase from 
£250,000 onwards, to reach a rate of fifty 
per cent. on estates yielding £2,000,000. 

The new scale will give a harmonious 
progression—(laughter)—and its details will 
be found in the White Paper. It is estimated 
that it ‘will yield about £7,000,000 in a full 
year and £3,000,000 in the current year. 

THE TOTAL EFFECT. 

The total effect of the changes in tucome 
tax, surtax and estate duty which I have 
just described will yield a revenue of 
£31,500,000 in the current year and 
£43,500,000 in a full year. I am now in 4 

sition to present the final balance sheet. 
& gave the figures of expenditure as 
£781,909,000. 1 must add provision for the 
deficit for 1929 of £5,000,000, and also make 
a smal] readjustment for Northern Ireland's 
share of the increased taxation—£300,000.

The resulting figures is a revenue of 
£789,445 ,000, which yields a small surplus of 
£2.236,000, which 1 must retain for con- 
tingencies. 

LAND VALUES. 

1 should disappoint. hot only members on 
this side of the House, but many members 
of the Liberal Party and an increasing 
number of individuals and local bodies 
throughcut the country, if I were to say 
nothing on the subject of land values. In 
my Budget statement of 1924 I indicated 
that this was a matter with which I intended 
to deal. Had the Labour Party remained in 
office in the following year, proposals relating 
to the subject of land values would have 
been introduced. Since then the right of the 
community to some portion of the enhanced 
value of land which is created by the com- 
munity itself has been increasingly recognised, 
and the moment has arrived when definite 
action must be taken. I have been much 
impressed by demands which have come to me 
fyom innumerable local bodies, including many 
that are overwhelmingly Tory in their con- 
stitution, for power to rate site values. 

As hon. members will appreciate. the first 
essential step to the levying of a contribution 
on land values is the preparation and com- 
pletion of a valuation of all sites in the 
country. In whatever form the con- 
tribution may be levied, this  valua- 
tion is an indispensable preliminary. 

It was in itself a task which must 
necessari.y take a long time, and it was 
imperative that a beginning should be made 
at the earlest possible moment. He had 
given long and anxious consideration, with 
the help of the Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury and the President of the Board 
of Education and the assistance of the Fisher 
Committee, to every aspect of the question, 
and especially to the best method by which 
their plans could be placed before Parliament. 
He had thought of putting the proposals in 
the Finance Bill, but many considerations 
brought him to the conclusion that the most 
expeditious and effective way of achieving 
their aim would be to provide for the valua- 
tion in a separate bill. The Government 
accordingly proposed to introduce such a bill, 
They would then obtain a basis on which 
the impost will be levied. 


RATING OF LAND VALUES, 

He did not prejudge the precise form 
which the impost should take, whether it 
should be au annual tax for the benefit of the 
State or an annual rate for the benefit of 
local authorities, or both—(laughter)—but 
the valudtion they would introduce would 
provide a basis both for the tax and the 
rating of land values. He desired to make 
it quite plain that it was the Government’s 
intention to use the valuation as a means of 
securmg to the community a share 
in the constantly accruing value of land. 
This was a measure equitable in itself, 
incessantly demanded,: and long overdue. 
He had never regarded the taxation or rating 
of land Values only as a fiscal instrument. 
Ít would be, to use a phrase of Mr. Asquith, 
Ná oy instrument of social reform.’’ 

‘This is probably the only one of my 
proposals,’’ added the Chancellor, ‘' regarding 
which Mr. Churchill will be enthusiastic in 
his support. (Laughter.) During a long and 
varied career he has remained a faithful and 
eloquent advocate of this reform, and I look 
forward to his invaluable help in carrying 
this reform to a successful issue.” (More 
laug!yter. ) 

Though he bad encroached upon the time 
of the Sines rather less than was ysual, he 
had tried to avoid controversial matters. 
(Laughter.) He had eschewed all rhetoric; 
he had tried to give the Committee a plain, 
business statement. 

The Committee, he added. now knows the 
worst. ‘“‘I have had a difficult task.

equity of the present distribution of wealth in 
existing circumstances, the essential effect will

the reconstruction of specific confidence in

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enterprise, Among those now responsible 
for conducting industry and commerce, they 
will know the probable full extent of their 
taxes burden in immediately ensuing years. 
During the last eight years we have been 
passing through difficult times. We are still 
in the aftermath of the war, but I have 
never despaired in the darkest hour of the 
future of our coyntry. (Cheers.) 


SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

“ There are now signs of improvement. It 
is perhaps a happy omen that to-day, for 
the first time for long, the unemployment 
figures will show a slight reduction. 
Although optimistic of the future, I do not 
expect a sudden change to former prosperity, 
but I am hopeful, nay confident, that whan I 
stand at this box next year | shall be able 
to submit. to the House of Commons a much 
more cheerful and encouraging statement.” 
(Cheers. ) 

The Chancellor finished his statement at 
5.20. 


MR. CHURCILL’S TRIBUTE. 


Mr. Churchil] said that it was not neces- 
sary, immediately following the Chancellor's 
statement, to express any opinion on ‘the 
grave and form-dable proposals which he 
has thought it his duty to place before the 
House.” For such an expression of opinion 
there would be ample opportunity. . ‘‘ We 
must,” he said, “have time to consider the 
full implications and character of wht Le 
has just unfolded. We must have time to 
consider all the reactions these proposals will 
produce, not only on the affairs of indivi- 
duals, or of classes, but upon the general 
position of trade and industry.’ 

Mr. Churchill proceeded to pay, a tribute 
to the Chancellor on the form and manner 
of his statement, and on the way in which 
he had so tersely compressed the survey of a 
vast field into moderate compass. He also 
congratulated the Chancellor on the physical 
vigour which had enabled him to support 
an ordeal which, both in the preparation, 
and at the moment, is certainly one to tax 
a man’s strength to the full. (Cheers.) 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE, 


Mr. Lloyd George said that he would 
follow the prudent example set by Mr, 
Churchill, and would refrain for the moment 
from engaging in a survey or examination 
of the very important proposals the Chan- 
cellor had placed before the House. He 
joined wholeheartedly in Mr, Churchill s 
congratulations to the Chancellor on his ad- 
mirable statement. It was as much a miracle 
of compression as a six inch shell. (Laugh- 
ter. )

The debate was then adjourned, and the 
House rose at 6 o clock. 
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FOR IMBECILE 
CHILDREN. 


NEEDS OF STEWART 
INSTITUTION, 
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Institution for Imbecile Children was held 
yesterday at 3 College street, Dublin, the 
Very Rev. H. B. Kennedy, B.D., presiding. 

In proposing the adoption of the report 
and statement of accounts, the Chairman 
said that the object of the Institution was 
to train imbecile children so that they might 
be virtually self-supporting. There were 
thousands of these children in Ireland, and 
Institution had accommodation only 
for 130. There had been a consider- 
able falling-off in recent years in the 
amount of financial support obtainable for 
the Institution, but, on the other hand, the 
expenses were much less, indicating that 
there was a great improvement in the 
management, with greater economy. 

It was satisfactory to note that children 
were admitted from all parts of Ireland; 
there was no partition in this case, and the 
support came from all parts of the country. 

There was, however, no Government grant, 

and they had no contribution from the Hos- 
pital Sunday Fund, so that there was urgent 
need for support. New equipment, in par- 
ticular, was needed to keep the Institution 
up to modern requirements. 
Dr. G. H. Keene, Medical Superintendent, 
commenting on his report, said: ‘‘ We never 
wanted help much worse than we want it 
The policy of the Institution 
during the past seven years has been one of 
strict economy and retrenchment; we are not 
going to spend money until we get it. 

'“ At present there is a great deal of 
necessary equipment crying out for replace- 
ment; a new kitchen range must be got 
within the next six months and will cost 
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£100; the pumping apparatus must be re- 
conditioned at a cost of about £50. We 
have done what we can in the way of work 
and repairs with our own staff, and that 
is why you see such an immense difference 
between repairs bills in the reports; it was 
about £600 in 1920 and about £50 last year. 
We have got to the limit of what we can do 
ourselves, and will have to call in professional] 
people and get new stuff. 

“A great many people in Ireland,” he 
went on, ‘‘ regard the Stewart Institution as 
an asylym. I want to disabuse their minds 
of this fallacy. It is not an asylum; it is 
much more in the nature of a school in which 
children of a certain type can be improved. 

‘The imbecile child is quite different from 
the idiot, which is a specimen of hymanity 
which cannot guard itself against such things 
as, for instance, the dangers of the street. 
If we admit to the hospital such cases, for 
which we can do nothing, we are filling up 
beds which might be eccupied by children 
for whom we could do much.’’

SIR W. R. HAMILTON’S WORK 
IN OPTICS, 


A lecture on “ Sir William Rowan Hamil- 
ton's Work in Geometrical Optics " was de- 
livered by Dr. A. W. Conway, F.R.S. (who 
presided), and Dr. J. L. Synge, F.,T.C.D., 
at a general meeting of the Royal Irish 
Academy, held at Academy House, Dawson 
street, Dublin, yesterday a pron 

Dr, Conway, in the course of his address, 
said that Mamilton’s name had beén neglected. 
When they read lists of famous men of 
Dublin, they found that the name Hamilton 
had been omitted altogether. 

Sir William, he explained, was born in 
Dominick street, Dublin, in the year 1805, 
and was a son of a solicitor At the age of 
seven his constant companion was a volume 
of Homer. He made a study of Eastern 
languages, and when the Persian Ambassador 
visited Dublin young Hamilton gave him an 
address in Persian. 

He got his first idea of optics at the age of 
seventeen, and his first paper on the subject 
was published in 1827, when he was an 
undergraduate at Trinity College. From that 
time, he published papers up to 1833, when 
he seemed to end his ovtica) activities. 

Dr. Conway dealt with published works of 
Hamilton, | 

Dr. Synge, in his address, spoke of the 
unpublished works of Sir Willigm Hamilton.

During his visit the Minister was the

On Saturday night á dined with 
the Governor-General of the Free State at the 
Viceregal Lodge. He had tea with President 
Cosgrave at his residence, Templeogue, but 
had to decline an invitation to dine with Mr. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, Owing to a previous engagement, 

Yesterday the Minister of Pensions 
visited the hospitals at Leopardstown Park 
and Blackrock, Co. Dublin. He also ín. 
spected the area officers, where he met re- 
presentatives of the ‘Irish Free State 
Advisory Committee. During the afternoon 
Mr. Roberts =~ a brief visit to Guinness’'s 
Brewery, and afterwards had lunch with 
members of the Board; Viscount Iveagh being 
present, 

WORK WELL CONDUCTED. 

In conversation with an Jrish Times repre- 
sentative, Mr. Roberts said that, on the 
whole, his visit had been very successful. 
Points of difficulty had been fully discussed, 
and, generally speaking, the work was being 
well conducted. The Minister paid a high 
tribute to the loyalty and devotion with 
which members of War Pensions Committees, 
Area Advisory Committees and other volun- 
tary workers were entering into the work. 
Without this large body of voluntary 
workers the Ministry of Pensions’ work, he 
said, could not be successful. 

“The work done,’’ added the Minister. 
seems to be proceeding very smoothly. I 
am satisfied with the care that seems to be 
exercised with regard to the general ad- 
ministration, both in the area offices and the 
hospitals. I find that the numbers to he 
dealt with show a considerable decrease, as 
compared, with those in; evidence when I was 
formerly Minister in 1924, . At Blackrock 
Hospital in 1924 the number of patients was 
550. ‘To-day it is about 120, and I under- 
stand there is no waiting list. 

A REMARKABLE RECOVERY. 

‘As showing how wounds may affect a 
man many years after the war, I was speak- 
ing to a man to-day who, in 1916, received 
a bullet which settled at the base of his 
spine, ten inches deep, and only slightly re- 
moved from a vital spot. This man had

a serious operation, performed by Dr. 
O'Reilly, one of the surgeons at Blackrock 
Hospital, the man is now on the road to 
recovery; a dangerous obstacle having been 
removed from his body.”

THE REY. B. LEE COLE’S 


TRIBUTE. : 
The funeral of Mr, Richard Wilson Booth, 


Victoria House, Dalkey, took place yesterday 
morning to Mount Jerome Cemetery after 
Service in the Methodist. Centenary Church, 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin.. There was a 
verv large attendance. 

The officiating clergy were the Rev. J. A. 
Duke, Chairman of the Synod: the Rev. R. 
Lee Cole, the Rev. R. C. Phillips, the Rev. 
J. W. R. Campbell and the Rev. J. M. Alley. 

The Service opened with the hymn, “ The 
King of Love,” and concluded with the hymn, 
“ For all the Saints who from their labours 
rest,” and the Benediction. 

SERVICES TO CHARITIES. 

Addressing the congregation, the Rev. R. 
Lee Cole, B.D., said that Mr. Booth was an 
eminent citizen who through a very long life 
was conspicuous for the high character of 
probity and generosity which he bore. 
was loyally devoted to the Church of his 
birth and the land of his birth. He was 
blessed with a measure of prosperity—pros- 
perity which never made him arrogant, but 
which was placed on the altar of public ser- 
vice in an eminent degree. He was a coura- 
geous and enthusiastic pioneer in many good 
causes, and there were several public institu- 
tions where his name and memory were held 
in respect and gratitude, 

Mr. Booth had a personal charm of man- 
ner, a kindly smile, a pleasant, cultured voice, 
and an utter absence of affectation, When 
he spoke in committees or in public gather- 
ings he won others to his views by his 
appropriate and accurate speeches, his gentle 
insistence, his freedom from animosity, and 
his ‘ability to see the opposite side of the 
question. In face of difficulty and antagonism 
he was serene and genial, He harboured no 
hates and maintained no bitterness or grudge. 
That urbanity and courtesy were the out- 
come of a Christian simplicity and sincerity. 

He was remarkable fer his religious econ 
victions, and he held them tenaciously. His 
conscience was his king, but he was no 
fanatic. He was artless, honest and candid. 
‘He had manv intellectual gifts. He was in- 
terested in music and in all that was beauti- 
ful. His services and gifts to the established 
charities of the city were notable 

His services to the. Methodist Church were 
such ás to make htm one of the most. pro 
minent laymen in Methodism. He had the 
broadest Christian sympathies, and was a 
keen supporter of every movement towards 
Christian unity, His life was an inspiration 
to those who knew him, and the seed he had 
sown would be watered and tended by cthers 
in days to come,

Of the art of 
growing old graceiully he had no expericnce: 
for he never grew old. He had ro trace of 
the mental rig dity and dislike to nnovations 
so frequently associated with advanc.nyg years. 
Thus, in 1922, though then past four score 
vears, he was unanimously requested by the 
Board of Directors to undertake the onerous 
duties of honorary secretary. As such he 
threw himself even more heartily than before 
into the work of the hospital with a deter 
mination to make it as efficient as possible 
Nearly all the improvemeats during tie past 
ten years, such as the extension of the Niw'ses’ 
Home, the provision of pay wards for patients 
of moderate means, the modern equipment of 
the laundry, the enlargement of the hospital 
by acquiring an adjoining house, and the in- 
troduction of the Erlengen method of treat- 
ment, were either initiated by him or met 
with his enthusiastic support. He was Chair- 
man of the Nursing Comri'tee if the 
Special Appeal Committee, and took a keen 
interest in the Construction an’ Finance Com- 
mittees. 

Optimistic, conciliatory, patient ourtcous. 
Mr. Booth believed that no difficulty was too 
creat to be overcome when the relief of the 
sick poor was in question He had the gilt 
of being able to see both sides of a 
tentious subject, and, with a few  suitab!s 
words which seemed to come to him auite 
naturally he would point out an amicabfe 
solution of the difficultv, calm rvffled tempers 
and restore harmony. Notwithstanding many 
business and Church interests, he found time 
to visit the hospital almost daily, and its 
successful administration in recent years has 
heen larcely due to his advice and supervision. 
Very generous in time and money for charit- 
able purposes, and convinced of the inestim- 
able advantages of hospitals to all sections of 
the community, he believed that, if the needs 
of the hospitals were adequately laid before 
the public, from the weekly wage-earner to 
the merchant prince. their financial difficulties 
would be largely removed.

Almost to the very end of a long 
life—in two months he would rave entered 
his ninetieth year—the hospital and its wel- 
fare were in his thoughts. Yesterday repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Directors and of 
the medical and nursing staffs gathered, with 
many others, in the Centenary Church, of 
which he was a life-long member, to pay their 
last tribute of affection and esteem.

The inquest on the body. of Mrs. Christina. 
Ward, 75 Whitworth road, Glasnevin, who 
died as the result of. a motor accident last 
Saturday on the road” between Délgany and 
Bray, was held by Dr, Hamilton, Coroner 
for East Wicklow, at 'the Railway Hotel,.

MEDICAL EVIDENCE,

accident, said that Mrs. Ward was dying 


when he saw her at his house. There was a large 
wound in the right armpit and a large bruise at 
the corresponding part of the back, from which 
it would seem that the shaft of the car had 
penetrated almost to the back, She lived for 
ten minutes, and died from shock and 
internal hemorrhage, the resalt- of the 
injuries. 

Mr, J. Ward (junior) said that. on Satur- 
day he left Dublin at about 3.50 p.m. in his 
motor car, and was accompanied by his 
mother, his uncle and Mrs. Hudson. They 
had driven to Delgany, and were returning to 
Bray by the Kullencarrick road, travelling: at 
a speed of between fifteen and twenty miles 
per hour at his proper side of the road, As 
he was about to pass the milk van the horse 
swerved towards the car. He heard a crash 
of glass and something grazed his ear. He 
stopped the car and found that the hood of 
the car had fallen down on his mother and 
Mrs. Hudson. Seeing that his mother was 
mioree, he drove her to Dr. Ross.

Riding the Stang. 


I suvpose that “ ragging ” as a penalty 
for a social offence which is neither a 
breach of etiquette. merely, nor serious 
enough for attention from. the law, is 
pretty universal. A friend of mine, who 
has been travelling in the North, tells 
me that in at least one village it has 
the licence of tradition. He happened 
to be in that village when occasion arose 
to show public disapproval of a practical 
joker. He wase represented by a raga- 
muffin. who, riding upon the shouiders of 
a couple of men with the crowd at his 
heels, proclaimed the name of ‘the person 
in question, and cited the causes of 
complaint at various haJting places in 
the locality, at each of which the crowd 
increased. When the numbers were 
sufficient, the whole body repaired to the 
delinquent’s dwelling and delivered him 
a serenade of contempt. My friend was 
told that the custom was not frequently 
honoured, but was old, and was called 
‘Riding the Stang.” | 


Hairdressers in Historu. 


History has a way of repeating itself, 
and the bill now before the House of Com- 
mons for the compulsory closing of ‘hair- 
dressing establishments on Sundays is but 
the echo of earlier enactments. The 
Worshipful Company of Barbers; incor- 
porated in 1308, proceeded to make its 
own laws and levy its own fines. In 1422 
it enforced the decree of the Bishop of 
Lincoln prohibiting Sunday shaving, and 
decreed that any barber caught shaving 
on a Sunday wóuld be fined ten shillings. 
So early as the reign of Henry VI. the 
Worshipful. Company enforced a closing 
hour of 10 p,m. i 

Barbers themselves have always been 


the most law-abiding of men, and barbers’ 


forfeits were at one time a feature of 
every barber’s shop. These consisted of 
fines for such offences as swearing, 
handling razors, calling hair-powder flour, 
etc., and the fines varied’ from a penny to 
a pint of ale.

The Modern Discobolus. 


It was, I think, Francis- Bacon who 
laid it down that“ bowling is good for 
the réins,” and it is on record that 
Charles. Lever was to be found.in his 
grounds at Templeogue, if not exactly 
bowling, at any rate, engaged in trund- 
ling .a large and rounded stone in the 
hope of combating the tendencies which 
arose from’ his»combining the se:‘entary 
réles of-editor and diner out. This game 
of stone-rolling is widely practised in the 
country, and Í have seen men at it in the 
evening on the roads, vying with one 
another as to the distance they can send 
the stone. This has seldom a smooth or 
even rounded shape, and is propelled with 
the action of a lob bowler, occasionally 
after a preliminary run, but more often 
from .a standing position. It is a: game 
which may prove ‘disconcerting to a 
pedestrian, if he see a boulder come round 
the curve of the road at his legs, and it 
may happen that a horse is frightened. 
I have joined. myself in the coritest, but 
never known from experience or hearsay 
of an accident occurring.. It is certainly 
a benefit to the young. men; for it 
develops’ in them an athletic figure, and 
not a: few might have stood model. to 
Myron, the Greek sculptor whose 
Discobolus is one of the world’s master- 
pieces. , 


Ghe Lore of the Cross-Roads. 


That popular phrase in the time of the 
Great War—* Dirty: work at the ‘cross- 
roads “'—is a blunt, but excellent, 
commentary on the sinister reputation 
such spots have borne since the earliest 
ages. It was in ancient Greece that the 
cult of the cross-roads attained to the 
height of its splendour: for it was there 
that offerings and sacrifices were made 
to the triple-headed Hecate. The black 
magic ofthe Middle Ages chose the cross- 
roads as. the most suitable spot for the 
ceremony of ‘‘ raising the devil’’; and 
it was there, too, that witches held their 
sabbat. Fairies frequented the cross- 
roads. In Ireland, dust was gathered there 
when the wind blew and was sprinkled 
on changelings in the hope of banishing 
the fairy substitutes. The cross-roads also 
played its part in curing diseases. It 
was customary in some places for those 
suffering from the ague to go five different 
times at Eastertide and bury at mid- 
night a new-laid egg at the. cross-roads. 
With the egg the ague is supposed to be 
buried, but it is essential that the sufferer 
shall observe the strictest silence.

coming-of-age. 

Sir, Rennell Rodd 
is now member of Parliament for the 
London constituency of St. Marylebone, a 
very safe Conservativé seat for which there 
was a good deal of competition when it fell 
vacant five years ago. He had just mtired 
from the British Embassy in Rome, in 
which he had served since 1908, when he 
was selected to contest the by-election. 
Combined with a varied diplomatic career 
Sir Rennell has managed to acquire some 
reputation as a poet, and during his 
seventeen years at the British Embassy in 
Rome he was recognised as an authority 
on Italian literature and art. 

For his work in Italy, very delicate and 
anxious at the time, he was awarded the 
G.C.M.G. in 1915. In 1920 he received 
the G.C.B., and he is in addition a 
G.C.V.0. Distinguished in appearance. 
Sir Renns'l Rodd looks the complete 
Ambassador, and he is an unsually accom- 
plished linguist

THE IMPORTANCE OF 
DIRECT TRADE.

“Though there is as yet only a very 
small volume of direct export trade from the 
Irish Free State into Czecho-Slovakia, I am, 
nevertheless, confident that in course of time 
the figures will increase, as there is quite a 
number of articles for which a market. in our 
country could easily be found if the trade 
were properly organised. I understand that 
negotiations with a view to a fixed economic 
agreement will soon be inaugurated between 

zecho-Slovakia and the Irish Free State, 
which, I hope, will form a firm basis for the 
development of business relations between our 
two States.”’ i 

This statement was made by Major P. 
Ruzicka, Consul-General for Czecho-Slovakia, 
in the course of an 
address which he de- 
livered at the monthly 
luncheon of the Manu- 
facturers’ Agents’ As- 
sociation, held in 
Wynn's Hotel, Dub- 
lin, yesterday. 

The Republic of 
Czecho - Slovakia, he 
said, embraced the 
‘lands of the ancient 
Bohemian Crown, and 
came into existence in 
its present form im 
1918. It took in an 
area of 54,000 square 
miles, and, according 
to the census of 1921, 
its population was 13,613,000. As to 
nationalities, 64 per cent. were Czecho- 
Slovaks, and 23 per cent. Germans, and not 
quite 5 per cent. were Magyars. 


AGRICULTURAL POLICY. 


The fact that 80 per cent. of the industries 
of the former Empire were concentrated 
within the boundaries of Czecho-Slovakia 
proved that it was chiefly an exporting 
State. In consequence of a highly developed 
agricultural policy the country was almost 
self supporting, although she still had to im- 
port certain agricultural products. 

Out of nearly 14 million inhabitants, 30 per 
cent. were employed in mining and manu- 
facturing, 41 per cent. in agriculture, and 
nine per cent. 1n commerce. 

At the end of the war, though political 
independence had been achieved, difficult pro- 
blems,. both financial and economic, arose. 
The successive states of the former monarchy, 
once representing the home market, suddenly 
turned into foreign markets, and it became 
essential to find fresh markets abroad. 

In order to stabilise the currency, a law 
was passed by which the issue of uncovered 
notes was prohibited. Consequently, since 
1923, the stability of the currency had been 
maintained at a level of one-seventh of the 
pre-war parity. 

The Republic bordered directly on five 
countries—Germany, Poland, Rumania, Hun- 
gary and Austria, and the distance to all the 
European States was’comparatively short. On 
the other hand, there was no direct access 
to the sea, and the outlet to overseas 
countries, therefore, was provided partly by 
the internationalised rivers of Elbe and 
Danube, and partly by railway, The freight 
charges incurred make it hard to meet out- 
side competition. 


OTHER INDUSTRIES. 


An important part of Czecho-Slovak in. 
dustry consisted in the exploitation of coal 
and lignite. The machine industry employed 
about 150,000 workers and produced and ex- 
ported to all parts of the world, special 
machinery including the equipment of the 
Carlow sugar factory. 

Another of its foremost industries was the 
manufacture of malt and beer brewing, but 
not one of the 665 breweries in the Republic 
was to be compared with Guinness’s. 

Then there was the chemical industry of 
fertilisers, mineral oils, soap, colouring 
materials, etc. The forests, covering about 
one-third of the total area of the Republic, 
created a vast timber industry. Wood was 
exported to the extent of a million cubic 
metres annually. There were 3,000 saw mills 
in the country. The forests also furnished 
raw materials for furniture, cellulose, paper, 
and musical] instruments. 

Among the oldest industries stood the tan- 
ning industry. The home supply of raw 
hides did not cover the needs, and so about 
forty per cent. of the required raw material 
had to be imported. The textile industry 
also played a prominent part in the economic 
structure of the Republic. 


THE PRAGUE FAIR. 


The existence of the regular bi-annual 
International Fair in Prague in every March 
and September was significant for those 
wishing to link up trade with the Republic, 
as well as with the Middle and East European 
countries. Visitors were often surprised to 
find represented there all that was repre- 
sented there before the war as “ made in 
Austria.' This Fair was under the patronage 
of the Government and Chambers of Com- 
merce, as well as the Federation of Indus- 
tries. There were 3,027 firms, local and 
BHIA exhibiting their wares at the last 

air. 

Many export industries had their own 
selling organisations. The manufacturers 
of agricultural implements and machinery 
bad a united selling organisation affiliated 
with the engineering industry. 

During the last few years Czecho-Slovak 
industry had undergone great changes by re- 
construction of machinery and rationalisa. 
tion, whereby a large number of industrial 
establishments had amalgamated into power- 
ful groups.

DIRECT TRADE. 

The breaking away from the former inter- 
mediary of Vienna, Berlin and Hamburg, 
which were the usual channels to foreign 
countries, was progressing steadily. The 
result was direct trade with the various 
States. 

“In the Irish Free State,” said the 

speaker, “I find that most of the Czecho- 
Slovakian goods sold reach their destination 
from other European countries, and are sold 
at a higher price than if they came direct.” 
_ An important factor in the development of 
industry had been the methodical intro- 
duction of. electricity. Since the war 
many hydro-electric power stations, had 
een erected all over the country. In many 
districts electricity had largely supplanted 
expensive human labour, not only in: the 
factories, but also on the farms. 

Insurance contributions were a heavy burden 
on industry, Sick insurance, which, under 
the old Austrian regimé, applied only to 
workers in industries, trade and commerce. 
had been extended to all workers, including 
those engaged in agriculture, and all now 
had to be insured against disablement and 
old age as well. Workers and enmployers con- 
tributed in equal proportions, and the Govern- 
ment made a fixed annual contribution 
towards the cost of the disablement scheme.

LINEN TRADE RACE. 
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A PRACTICE IN CZECHO- 
SLOVAKIA. 


Discussing the linen trade outlook at the

6 Bee movement by the farming com- 

munity in the Free State to secure a 
de-tating scheme similar to that in 
operation in Northern Ireland has 
attracted a good deal of attention up here, 
and developments are being watched with 
sympathy. Perhaps the most interesting 
argument in favour of the suggestion, so 
far as our politicians are concerned, is 


‘that de-rating iu the Six Counties, without 


any simular advantage to the Southern 
farmers, must constitute a barrier against 
the ultimate unity of Ireland. There is 
sound sense in that, even although the 
benefits of de-rating are declared by the 
experts here to be microscopic in opera- 
tion, the saving of a few pounds by a 
farmer per annum having very little effect 
in solving the problem of agricultural 
depression. The higher level of social ser- 
vices north of the border,.compared with 
the south, is frequently paraded by the 
Unionist leaders as an _ insuperable 
obstacle to unity, and de-rating has been 
the latest text to illustrate the lesson. 

While it is possible that too much 
political capital may be made out of such 
differences, it is desirable that conditions 
should be similar on both sides of the 
border, at tending to promote the 
posperity of the whole country. Only the 
other day Lord Craigavon expressed the 
hope that the Free State would be pro- 
gressive and prosperous, as peace and 
plenty in the one State are bound to have 
their reflex in the other. It may be, how- 
ever, that too much dependence on de- 
rating as a means of agricultural salvation 
will bring disappointment. There will 
be: infinitely more benefits to be gained 
in the adoption of scientific methods of 
farming, cheaper transit facilities, and 
attention to the requirements of the 
British markets. That is the view of 
many people in the North who have 
studied the question. 


A DREAM COMING TRUE. 


Satisfactory progress is being made with 
the construction of the new reservoir In 
the Silent Valley at the Mourne Moun- 
tains, al] the enginering difficulties having 
been overcome, and the Belfast Water 
Commissioners are confident that in the 
course of a few years their cherished 
dream of a service of supply second to 
none in the United Kingdom will be 
realised. The situation was reviewed 
during the week-end by Mr. Robert Scott, 
Chairman of the Board, and what he had 
to say was very gratifying. He pointed 
out that the embankment wall of the 
reservoir was now 115 feet in height, the 
most dangerous and troublesome part of 
the constructional work having been 
accomplished ; and he thought it was safe 
to predict that before another four years 
kad elapsed the undertaking would be 
finished and form a monument to the 
courage and determination of the Water 
Commissioners and the general body 2 
citizens. 

In financing the scheme, the Board has 
had tne confidence of the public, no diffi- 
calty whatever having been experienced 
in raring the necessary capital. The 
recent ioan for half a million pounds has 
been over-subscribed on. reasonable terms. 
and, although there have been hints of an 
advance in the water rate by and by, the 
increased revenue from the new works 
should gradually bring about the normal 
rate. It is expected that supplies will be 
taken by towns within the area of service, 
and, of cotirse, this will be an ever- 
increasing source of revenue, the reservoir 
being capable, when completed, of coping 
with an almost unlimited demand. The 
vision of the Commissioners in this re- 
spect has been clear, and the disasters 
foreshadowed by pessimists have been dis- 
credited. 


UNEMPLOYMENT UNREST. 


So far as can be ascertained from the 
official figures, the unemployment position 
in the Six Counties seems to be getting 
steadily worse. For some time past the 
returns have s:.own an alarming increase 
in the army of the workless,  notwith- 
standing the fact that thousands of 
emigrants are leaving for Canada and 
other lands beyond the seas. The number 
of persons registered at the Northern 
Employment Exchanges for the week 
ended 7th inst. was 54,075, an increase of 
441 as compared with the figures for the 
previous seven days. /This is attributed 
to applications for benefit under the new 
Unemployment Insurance Act, but, no 
matter what cause may be assigned, the 
workless people are there clamouring for 
something to do and unable to get a job. 
Last Saturday another consignment of 
emigrants left Belfast by a C.P.R. ocean 
liner which sailed for Canada. Over 150 
passengers were embarked and there were 
the usual sad scenes at the emigration 
shed adjacent to the Queen’s Bridge. - 

Strangely enough, some of our politi- 
cians seem to think more of the Domi- 
nions than they do of their own land, and 
find cause for thankfulness in the weekly 
exodus ; but last week the Prime Minister 
sounded a warning note when he said that 
he hoped commerce and industry would 
be. so improved that there would be no 
need for Ulstermen to leave their native 
province. In the meantime, the temperance 
reformers are going strong. During a 
week-end speech the Rev. T. M. John- 
stone said that the toilers of Ulster had 
shown exemplary patience during the past 
seven years, and so had the owners of 
mills and factories, but there were signs 
of unrest, and unless the Government did 
something to restore trade and commerce, 
“a day of reckoning was coming. ' 


SATISFACTORY PROGRESS. 


The annual accounts in connection with 
the Port of Belfast show that satisfactory 
progress has been made during the past 
year. It is stated that the total receipts 
for 1929 amounted to £302,632 19s. 10d., 
these figures representing an increase over 
ie previous year of £25,821 15s. 6d. The 
payments totalled £237,814 6s. 3d., which 
was £7,885 more than for the correspond- 
ing period, thus leaving a gross surplus 
of £64,818 13s. 7d. From that sum 
£9,018 12s. 7d. was deducted for deprecia- 


tion as well as the annual statutory con-

Another gratifying 
feature is that, with the improvement of 
roads and the introduction of a bette 
system of traffic control, there has been 4 
decline recently in the total number oi 
accidents reported, notwithstanding t 
occasional temporary jumps in the figures 
for brief periods. In 1928 th: number w 
1,467, and last year it was 1,417. while f 
the past ew months the accidents ha 
not been numerous. 

In order to appreciate this happy stat 
of affairs properly it should be borne in 
mind that in other countries the numbers 
of road accidents have been increasing 
continuously. The new Moter Vehicles Act 
which provides for the imposition of hea: 
penalties for dangerous driving, drunke! 
ness when in charge of a car, and speed: 
with heavy vehicles, has, no dowbt, 
tributed in large measure towards the 1 
duction of accidents, while, of 
pedestrians are becoming better educat 
regarding the perils of the ‘streets 
highways.

Mr. Snowden’s Budgetu 


The Budget which Mr. Philip Snowden 
introduced. in the House of Commons 


yesterday was prepared with one eye on 


the Socialist electors of Great Britain 
and the other eye on Mr. Lloyd George. 
The financial situation at the end of 
March was not encouraging.

Battleships of the Air. 

When the Armistice’ was signed aerial 
warfare, although sufficiently terrible, still 
was in its infancy, and its potential 
menace scarcely was recognised. Perhaps, 
only a Daniel can read writings upon the 
wall, but we marvel that the threat of the 
airship and the aeroplane, although it has 
inspired several “' sensational ' works of 
fiction, has not been appreciated fully by 
the general publi¢, Now, according 
to the Aviation Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, 8: 'mew. horror is 
to foul the. air. The Dornier Do-X 
flying-boat, which we hailed as a 
harbinger. of scientific and civic progress, 
threatens to be the forerunner of an airy 
battleship which, in a few more decades, 
will be able to rain destruction upon our 
cities at will, As long ago as the autumn 
of 1917 a twin-engined bomber, equipped 
with a two-inch gun, was the doyen of a 
No Jules Verne 
inevitable 


aerodrome. 
is required to deduce the 
dénouement, Optimists may claim that 
further pacts will limit and restrain the 
future; but, the 
natural selfishness of mankind is a con- 
stant’ of eternal progress, we cannot 
accept this comfortable view, The aero- 
plane differs in many essential points 
from the battleship and the battalion. It 
can be made and equipped in complete 
secrecy; only a mere handful of men— 
indeed, if we may believe recent reports, 
an aeroplane can be operated from the 
ground—are required for its crew ; its cost 
is low, and is not beyond the scope of a 
wealthy individual, while its offensive 
power is out of all proportion to its size 
and expense of upkeep. Frankly, to-day, 
we are faced by the arrival of the big gun 
aeroplane, and we must remember that a 
big gun now can dislodge more lethal] 
missiles than high explosive. Gas and 
germs of disease 'can be shot into harmless 
communities with no danger “to the 
enemy ; moreover, the range and speed of 
an aeroplane are so great that, in certain 
cases, the criminal can escape detection. 
Many cotintries already are experimenting 
with unmanned aircraft, whose special 
function shall be bombing. If, in a few 
the range of 
machines is to be increased by a long 
range gun of large calibre, the danger to 
all mankind will become incalculable. 
For the price of one modern guper- 
dreadnought some. hfiindreds of aeroplanes 
can be built, andsin matters of personnel 
the difference is even greater. The 
Dornier Do-X flying-boat did nbdt fulfil, in 
all respects, the hopes that had been 
entertained of its commercial value; but 
all the experts are agreed, with horrid 
unanimity, that its ‘possibilities ‘in war 
are enormous, We are approaching a 
point in the strategy of conflict when a 
country possessing a superiority in the 
air will be able to overcome an enemy who 
is more powerful-on land and water. In 
view of the ease and speed with which 
these new weapons of warfare can. be 
built, it behoves us to take heed lest the 
Ormuzd of commercial flying is swamped

The Last Bushranger.

quarters of his life. Before Bradshaw had 
reached his prime he was condemned to 
twenty years’ imprisonment, with an 
addition of sixty lashes, for the robbery 
of a bank. The punishment failed to 
reform him, and, after a further 
period of bushranging, he was condemhed 
to the same penalty over. again, “ When 
he had served twelve years of this sentence 
-he escaped, and, being recaptured, served 
i yet another term. Romance, alas! -has 
withered in the Australian heart; for, 
when the day of his release arrived, 
nobody was willing to shelter the declining 
years of this relic of a lawless age, Now 
the Goverment. has augmented his savings 
with a special grant, and we may hope 
that the end of a turbulent life will be 
spent in peace. Certainly, after sixty 
years of confinement, the old bushranger

THE BRAY BAND 
APPEAL. 
a 
FREE STATE AND PRIVY 
COUNCIL. 

By Oun PoL1TIca! CoRRESPONDENT. 
Will the recent appeal by the: Pér- 
forming Rights Society against a decision 
of the Free State Supreme Court be the 
last appeal from this country that will be 
heard by the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council? The indications are that 
it will, if the Free State Executive 

Council has its way. 

The official view was expressed to me 
yesterday that everything that. the 
Government here can do to hasten the 
abolition. oí. appeal by citizens of the 
Dominions to the Privy Council will be 
done. The Government is convinced, how- 
ever, that appeal to the Privy Council 
will be abolished by the next Imperial 
Conference. If it is not so abolished, the 
Free State Government will probably take 
steps to abolish it on its own initiative 
by introducing a bill in the Oireachtas 
to remove Article 66 from the Constitution. 


ARTICLE 66, 

Article 66 reads .... ‘*The decision of 
the Supreme Court shall in all cases be 
final and conclusive, and shall not be 
reviewed or capable of being reviewed by 
any other court, tribunal or authority 
whatsoever: Provided that nothing in this 
Constitution shall impair the richt of any 

rson to petition His Majesty for special 
eave to appeal from the Supreme Court 
to His Majesty in Council or the right 
of His Majesty to grant such leave.’’ 

The attitude which the majority of the 
Dominions will take to the proposal to 
remove the right uf appeal is problemati- 
cal, although the Free State Government 
is certain that it will be carried. South 
Africa is entirely in favour of it, but it is 
dificult at this stage to state with 
accuracy. what line will be taken by 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand. It 
seems certain, at any rate, that more will 
be heard of the suggestion to establish an 
inter-Dominion Court, but this court 
would be narrow in its scope, and would 
probably hear only appeals concerning 
disputes between members of the Common- 
wealth, 


AN INTERESTING SITUATION. 

Meanwhile the. Executive Council is 
examining the Judicial Committee’s judg 
ment in the recent appeal, and it is held 
by some of its advisers that technical 
grounds exist, in which the Free State 
Supreme Court would be justified in re- 
fusing to give efiect to the Judicia] Com- 
mittee’s Order. 

Should the Privy Council advise the 
King to act on the Judicial Committee's 
findings and an order is issued to the 
Supreme Court, it is possible that the 
Supreme Court may decline to act on the 
King’s Order, on the ground that there 
is no power to compel it to art. It ‘is 
along these lines that the Executive 
Council is examining the matter, and it 
will cause no surprise if it requests the 
Privy Council to take no action on the 
Judicial Committee’s judgment.

‘POCKET- 


In a leading article The. Times of to-day 
observes :—After the wrilliant orations of Mr. 
Churchill, Mr. Snowden’s Budget speech was. 
rather a dull performance. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was brief and concise to the 
paint of dryness. Even in the rare moments 
when he permitted himself to stray from the 
hardest of hard facts, his vein of humour 
seemed a little commonplace; andyhis Budget, 
like his speech, turns out to be essentially 
unimaginative.,. It does not reveal a single 
new idea, There is nothing in it to suggest 
the faintést suspicion that the fiscal methods 
of the past are beginning to prove madequate 
to’modern needs. The best that can be said 
of it—and that is not to be despised—is that 
it is honest in-presentation. ‘I'he-estimates of 
revenue appear reasonably prudent, there 1s 
no jugg!ing with financial expedients, and 
there are no “ raids ” on the Sinking Fund, 
Indeed. the attempt to make some posthumous 
atonement for last year’s deficit 1s, perhaps, 
its one attractive feature. Once this jejune 
tale of virtues has been exhausted, there is 
very little that commends itself. 
Mr. Snowden has done nothing to lighten 
the burden of the taxpayer; he has merely 
t himself rather grimly to give yet another 
turn here and there to the too familiar screw. 
Faced with the unpleasant problem of raising 
fresh revenue—a task imposed upon him in 
large part by increased expenditure on the 
social services—he has ‘solved it in characteris- 
tically doctrinaire fashion by the easy 
expedient. of raiding the pocket of those 
citizens who are held to be wealthy, without 
regard either to the economic or to the 
political consequéndes: of a facile Socidlism: 
THE INCOME TAX. 
It may be admitted at once, 
Times, that tho increase in the

rate of income: tax looks, on the face of it, . 


like an honest attempt to meet a difficult 
situation, though its psychologieal effect, 
coming as_it does in a period of profound 
stagnation, can hardly fail to be depressing. 
Public opinion, both”here and abroad, will 
regard it as a step in the wrong direction. 
Moreover, the deliberate exemption of the 
smaller incomes robs it of some of its appa- 
rent innocence. It looks uncommonly like a 
carefully calculated bid for the support of the 

‘ black-coated” vote at the next election. 
Certainly, it will deepen the disquieting 
impression that the wealthier section of the 
community is merely being exploited by a 
Socialist Government in order to provide an 
expansion of the “' social ” services, for which 
the appetite of the electorate is not likely to 
dimimsh so long as the voter is protected from 
the fiscal consequences of his own extrava- 
gance, Indeed, the results of this policy of 
systematic expropriation, which is the dis- 
tinguishing feature of the present Budget. on 
the economic and political life of the country 
can scarcely be estimated. It is idle for Mr. 
Snowden to maintain, as he attempted to 
maintain in-his peroration, that he has im 
posed no fresh burdens on industry, The 
new measures of taxation which he has intro- 
duced cannot fail to reduce the capital 
resources of the country from which industry 
derives its life-blood. 

However speciously he may argue that an 
increase in the income tax and in the surtax 
Is a proper method of balancing expenditure 
by revenue, he can hardly disguise the fact 
that the death duties are a direct raid on 
capital, Yet he proposes to increase the 
yield of these taxes, which are already far 
too high, by no less than £12,500,000 a year 
for the purpose of providing himself witb 
current revenue. The amount of capita] thus

The general view in Belfast is that Mr. 
Snowden’s mystery Budget ‘has, after all, 
followed orthodox -lines. The most sur- 
prising feature is the increase of 6d. in 
the income tax, which many people were 
hoping would have been reduced in order to 
assist industry. 

As the Northern Ireland Budget, which 
will be presented by the. Minister of Finance. 
Mr. Pollock, after the Easter recess, will 
follow very closely the proposals’ of the 
Imperial Chancellor of the Exchequer, in- 
come tax payers are bracing themselves for 
the advance of ‘6d. in the £. 

Tine Northern Government have the power

The increase of 1d. per. gallon on beer is 
not regarded as a very serious addition, and 
it is doubtful if it will affect the price. 

The concession to smaller income 
payers is welcomed, while motorists, who 
fully anticipate an increase in petrol prices, 
are pleased that there will be no change. 
They regret, however, that there has been 
no alteration in the horse-power tax. 

The abolition of the betting tax, which 
was always unpopular and frequently evaded, 
is generally welcomed. 

On the whole, the Budget is less 
“frightening” than the average, taxpayer 
anticipated. At the same time the in- 
creased income tax is not calculated to assist 
trade recovery, which, under present cir-

‘A VISIT TO JERUSALEM. 


THE HOLY CITY DESCRIBED. 


————— 
SOTARY CLUB LECTURE. 
——— 


, Mr, Charles E. Jacob read a very interest- 
ing paper describi Bag Visit to Jerusalem 
at a meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday in Clery’s Restaurant, On a pre- 
vious occasion Mr. Jacob, who is a member 
of the Club, gave an account of his ex- 
periences in Syria and the parts around 
Galilee and Samaria in Palestine. 
Jerusalem, said Mr. Jacob, was situated at 
a height of 2,500 feet above the sea, with 
mountains round about it, and encircled by 
valleys on three sides. It was doubtful, he 
said, if any city in the world had passed 
through such vicissitudes as Jerusalem. It 
had been the scene of many battles and 
sieges, and several times it had been almost 
entirely destroyed, 
and no les than 
seven crusades had 
set out, from Europe 
to wrest it from the 
Moslems and make it 
a Christian city. ‘* To 
me,’ said Mr. Jacob, 
'' the most interesting 
= sight in the city was 
wa the Dome of the Rock 
and the great temple 
area in which it 
stands. Here it was 
that Solomon built 
his - temple, about 
1004 B.C.* It covered 
an area of ó acres, 
and was the great 
glory of the Jews until it was destroyed by 
Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon.” 
CHURCH OF THE HOLY SEPULCHRE. 
The place in Jerusalem that draws pilgrims 
from all parts of the world is the Church of 
the. Holy Sepulchre. The city has been so 
changed since Our Lord’s time, owing to the 
numerous sieges and destructions that it has 
suffered from, that it is impossible to say 
with certainty whether it is the true site or 
not. After entering into the church, there 
is a as gh of ~— to a higher level—the 
supposed site of Calvary—where there is a 
life-sized figure of Christ on the Cross, and 
on each side of it there is in the floor a 
blank stone to indicate where the crosses of.

the two thieves had stood. The tomb, cut 
out of the solid rock, is in a little chapel in 
the centre of the church, on the ground 
level. 

The old city is completely surrounded by 
high walls, the present ones having been 
rebuilt by the Turks, and, to a considerable 
extent, where the ancient walls stood. It is 
well worth the visitor’s time to walk round 
the greater part of them. Jerusalem is 
divided into areas for the various religious 
sects—Jew, Moslem, Armenian, and Greek 
and Latin Christians, each living in its own 
quarter, Among the sights of interest in 
the city there is the Pool of Bethesda, inside 
the grounds of the Church of St. Anne, where 
Our Lord healed the impotent man who was 
waiting for the moving of the waters. Lead- 
ing opinion was that this is the Vie 
Dolorosa—the way Christ went to the 
Crucifixion. Another place favoured by 
visitors 1s a house with a large 
Room.” Although this cannot 
original one, it gives a very good idea of the 
room where Jesus partook of the last supper 
with His disciples, and where they met 
together after His ascension.

Mr. Jacob, having given a lucid description 
of the city and the surrounding country, with 
its historical associations, said that he 
attended a Rotary lunch at the St. John’s 
Hotel, and received a kindly welcome. He 
had the honour of being the first Rotarian 
from the British Isles to visit the club, and 
several Americans were there the same day. 
““We reached home,” said Mr. Jacob, after 
a delightful tour of two months, and the 
recollections of the places that we visited will 
long remain with us.” 

The President (Mr. F. M. Summerfield) 
on behalf of the Club, expressed appreciation 
of the kindness of Mr. Jacob in giving them 
so interesting a reading, and one that was so 
appropriate to the present time.

IRISH YOUTHS 


STRANDED IN LIVERPOOL. 
From QuBR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
LIVERPOOL, Monday. 

‘Almost every week young men arrive in 
Liverpoo! fron Ireland and become stranded. 
Many of them come to try to join the British 
Army, and go from one recruiting. office to 
another until their money is &xhausted. The 
latest yvouths to do this are Edward 
O’Brien, of County Kildare, and Joseph 
Smithers, of Dublin, both eighteen years of 
age. They met on the boat last week, and 
vach of them had less than 10s. when they 
landed. 

After they had been turned down by the 
Liverpool recruiting officials, they crossed the 
Mersey and tried at Birkenhead, but with 
no better luck. 

Still undeterred, they travelled on to 
Chester, but for a third time thev failed to 
pass the medical examination. They were 
sent back to the Merseyside, and during 
Sunday night were found wandering the 
streets, and, as they refused to go to the 
workhouse, they were taken to the Bride- 
well. 

The magistrates to-day put them in charge 
of a police court missionary, who will make 
arrangements. for their return to Ireland. 

Every week two or three Irish youths 
become stranded as a result of similar cfforts 
to join the British Army or find work in 
England. As a rule, they find their way 
to a poor law institution, where they are 
kept at work until arrangements can be 
made to send them back to their native 


land.

THE POLICY OF PROTECTION. 


At the first parliamentary debate of the 
Technica] Students’ Literary and Debating 
Society, held in the Technical Schools, 
Parnell square, Dublin, Mr. Peadar T. Sheri- 
dan, who was elected president, moved ‘‘That 
this House agrees that protection of our in- 
dustries be adopted as a national policy.” 

He said: ‘‘ Protection is more than a theory 
relating to foreign trade; it means Govern- 
ment aid applied in a judicious manner for 
the preservation of our remaining industries, 
the revival of the industries decayed, and 
the establishment of new ones we need.” Mr. 
Sheridan further said: ‘‘ It is essential that we 
should change from the cosmopolitan policy 
of free trade to the national policy of protec- 
tion if we are to hold our present population 
and bring prosperity to the Irish people and 
oe our country a self-sufficing, self-reliant 
unit. 

Mr. Watson, opposing, said that protection 
was no cure for our economic troubles; it 
raised the cost of living, and was a barrier 
to trade and commerce. America, with all 
its high tariffs, had millions unemployed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that agriculture, which 
was so overwhelmingly important in their 
economic life, was profoundly depressed be- 
cause of the tariffs imposed on manufactured 
articles which the farming community have 
to purchase. Free trade would remove many 
of their burdens, making farming, for which 
the country is best wa | profitable, and the 
consequent prosperity would react favourably 
upon every individual citizen of the State.
